1. A\ container system for shipping and storing an 
item, the container system comprising: 
a first \container comprising: 

a storage vessel with an interior compartment, 
and an access ©pening at one end; 

a removable end cap releasably and mechanically 
coupled to the storage vessel and operable to close the 
access opening; 

at least\one mechanical fastener secured to the 
storage vessel and Removable end cap forming the 
releasable mechanical connection; and 

a first stacking lug disposed upon the 
perimeter of the storage vessel.

opposite the first top face; and
